Claims 6, 9-11, 21, 25, 31-34, 36, 39, 40, 42-84, 93-108, stand withdrawn from 
further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected 
inventions and species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant 
timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on paper # 5. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 8, 13-20, 22-24, 26-30, 41, 85, 87, 90, 92 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stoddart et al WO 0051724 in view of Stucky 
et al WO 99/37705 and Ohno-4579779. 

The rejection of record is maintained^lthough Stoddart, showing disposing of 
pheromonal compounds into inorganic matrix channels does not disclose structure 
directing surfactant agents when forming the matrix, Stuckey does describe this process 
(p. 42). There is no restriction on the use of Stuckey. Thus, Ohno exemplifies use of the 
matrices of Stoddart preparation shown by Stuckey, for particular use as desired. 

Applicant's arguments filed 7/20/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues the now claimed invention is not motivated in the art of 
record. However, the process is not disclosed as critical, and the composition of the 
pheromone, undisclosed in independent claims, the surfactants, also undisclosed and 
the inorganic matrix, also of undisclosed material is seen as within the skill of the artisan 
to practice, given the prior art of record. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
